have severely curtailed their activities. 

Whether Garrison was a Machiavellian 
opportunist or a white knight is unimportant: 
his theory pokes holes in the “accepted”- his- 
tory of the event and raises serious questions 
concerning the honesty and accountability of ■ 
our intelligence system.
